EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . Cancel claims 1 1 , 1 3, 1 4, and 1 6. 

2. In claim 1 , 14 th text line from the top, starting with Ri, Delete "an alkylene," 
found after "simultaneously form" and before "cycloalkylene". 

3. In claim 1 , 14 th text line from the top, starting with Ri, Insert "a" found after 
"simultaneously form" and before "cycloalkylene". 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-10 
are drawn to methods of protecting human and animal hair and skin comprising 
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applying thereto a compound of formula (1a) or (1b), claim 15 is drawn to a cosmetic 
preparation comprising at least one or more compounds of formula (1a) or (1b). 

The prior art does not anticipate, teach, or suggest either alone or in combination 
the chemical structures of instant claim 1, or formulations, methods comprising said 
structure. While the prior art does teach the utilization of merocyanine compounds for 
protection from UV radiation, there is no teaching of compounds which would render 
those instantly claimed anticipated or obvious. The structures of claim 1 , as well as all 
of the specific examples of said structure found within the specification have been 
thoroughly searched and no prior art has been found which would render said structure 
anticipated or obvious. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
